The firt is a defcription of a Voluptuary, 
who by opprefing Nature overmuch by Luxury, {pits 
and flodbers enough to wet all Lacedemonia, (an Hy- 
perbollick way of {peaking ;) or eile, becaule he be- 
{ng arich Man, migne have his Floors laid with Lace- 
demonian Marb'e to {pit upon, (which was famous e- 
noush ) whilft the poor cou’d not fpit upon richer 
purchafes than an humble Turf. 

Astothe Second Qieftion we Anfwer, That the C2/- 
vian Edition made uie of Pricaus and Lypfus, feems to 
be mo Natural, they woud have it to be decermina 
Sertune ; pernaps “tis the beft defcription of a Beggar 
that we meet with ig any Author t-—«- Thus, be firs 


half covered in 4 vile ragged Cloak, firange and Meager, 
juft as Beggars, ( Decermina fortune ) The parings or 
Offals of Fortune, which ( as conftant as-a Landmark 
inits place ) are wont to fit begging where feveral ways 
meet together.

Anfw. Its imapoflible for any perfon to determine, finct 
no one has feen al], or cou’d that be fuppos'd, perhaps a¢ 
no one has Judgment exact enough to criticize on al] Sub- 
jects,fome wou'd have thefe three to be the beft,Monfieur 
Thou's Preface to his Hiftory, Cau{abons to his Edition 
of Polybius, and Calvins to his Inffitutions. That of Phe 
tarch to his Lives, and of Hooker to his Ecolefiaslick Polt- 
ty, are very Curious, perhaps not inferior to the firft 
three. Sander(on, Fewel, Tayler, and feveral others have 
done fomething too fine for our Arbitration. 

Queft. 4. I find mention made in the New Teffament of 
the Bapti{m of John, and allo of the Bapti(m of Chrift, as 
two difiint Baptifms, and yet I alfo read tbat there is but 
one Baptifm: Pray advife me whether the Baptifm now ufed 
in the Church of England be the Bapti{m of John or of Chrit;

_Anfw. We have feveral Cuftoms of the Jews, fome 
of which are Effentia] wich the Chriftian Religion, as 
Baptifm and Impofitien of bands ; nor is the Sign of the 
Crofs a later date than before our Saviour, tho’ it was 
only proper to the Priefts, for when the High Prieft 
was confecrated, the Oy] that was pour’d upon his head 
was inthe form ofa Crofs, the now Badge of our High 
Prieft, Chrift Jefiis ; thus che King when anointed with 
Oyl, had it done in the form of a Crown, fee the 
Learned Mr. Atlings {econd Difcourfe of the Ninth Hep- 
tade, entituled, Cabala Scripturaria. But to cometo the 
Baptifm of Fobn, asthe Jews profelyted the repenting 
Heathens by Baptifm, fo St. Fobn took the fame Mea- 
fures with them, and profelytedthem to a greater San- 
Ctity, bidding them repent and be baptized, which was not 
an initiatory preparation to our Saviours Baptifm, bur 
the very fame, as is evident from St. Peters Ad- 
vice to his Converts, and from feveral other Scrip- 
tures; Repent (fayshe) and be Baptiz’d, fo far St. Fobn, 
inthe Name of the Lord Fe(us; chis is only a Nomina] Ex- 
plication of him that St. fobn faid was to come after 
him, for the Remiffion of fins ; this is all St. Fobns again, 
and ye fhall receive the Gift of the Hely Ghoft ; this is the 
Gaptilm of Chrift, whichis here added to St. Fobns: So 
thac it is apparent, the Baptifm of Chrift and St. Fobn 
are united, and made one Bapti{m, contrary to the At- 
fertion ota late Author, who divides ‘em in treating 
upon this Subjeét, and exprefly cells us, That Chrifts 
Biptilm is that that is now wfed in our Church, and noe 
thar of John. The Reafon why thole were rebaptiz’d in 
As, isnot becaule the Baptiim of St. Ztbn was invalid, 
but becaufe they were bapriz’d into Sc. Fobns Name, Do- 
éfrine, Sec. without having anv refpeét acallto our Sa- 
viour, and ’tis fuppos’d they were baptiz'd by {ome Zea- 
Jot profelytes of St. Fobn, into his Name, é9c. juft as we 
find divifion inthe firft Church, Iam of Paul, Cam of A. 
pollos ,t am of Cepbas, Lam of Chrift ; which St. Pani checks, 
telling them that all was one, and that fuch feparations 
were wicked: for a full fatisfaction fee Pools Synopfis Cri. 
ticorum,¢gc.where you may fee the various Lections of the 
Fathers wpon it. Oar Saviour fhou’d have been rebap- 
tiz'd, if Se. fsbns Baptilm had noe been valid: We find 
that after che General Commiffion given, tome were bap- 
tizd only into the Name of the Lord Fefus, which is exaétly 
St. Foins Baprifin, and if the Sather aad the Holy Ghoft 
be fometimes added co 1c, it deftioys it not, fince Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghoft are all one. Additions to any thing 
that are diverle and not contiadiétory, dogs vot de- 
ftroy the whole, or fir{t politica : And this our Expoi-

Ye 5. Whar Natural Caule cai be affitred for the ex- 
traordinary ferenerh of Lunaticks during their fits ? 

Anjw. The laft Authors may reafonably be fuppos'’d 
to treat upon any Subject much more accurately than 
their Predecefloms, becaufe they {tand upon their Shoul- 
dess, or at leaft may do fo, if they will take the 
Pains to elimb fo high; therefore we fhall irft examine 
_ what the laft Author upon this Subject has laid down, 

and by the way give our own Opiniom He advances 
three things upon this Subject —1. Thar as the defires 
of nad men are impetuous, their ferength and indujiry ts pro- 
pertionable, fo that they are thought to be ftronger than they 
really are. 2. That Mufcular Motion ts produced by a fer- 
mentation and Expanfive Metion of the Blood, riis'd by the 
influx of Animal Spirits into the Mufcle to be mov'd. 3. That 
the more vifeous and tenacious ary Liquor be, the more 
tercualy f mentt ilk. it ts, and t ertfore ferments with the 
Aniwnt Spirits A (trovaly inth Miulcles, and thereby pro- 
duces amore wislent contraction of em, wherein conpists frrength. 
The firf Propofition wants a diftinétion, fince mad 
men, generally {peaking, are fo far from being impetu- 
ous, thae there’s fcarce one in ten that is raging, but 
only Melancholly, and confequently weak and unaétive. 
If our Author had diftinguifkt aiid confia’d his hirft To- 
pic to raging miadnefs, 1¢ had been a Truth. As to 
the fecond Head, ’tis not at all to the purpofe, fince 
there's no Caufe aflign’d for the influx of the Animal 
Spirits into the Mulcles ; if ir be faid that fermentati- 


on is, then the Queft‘on recurrs, what is the Caufe of 


termentation > Can they be both mutually active and 
pafiive >? Asfor the third Propofition, which tells us, 
that the thicker the Blood is, the more ftrongly fer- 
mentifible itis, ec. itis the groffeft Error that a Na- 
turalift can be guilty of; for let the Reader obferve, 
that Raging Madnels is the Subject of the Queftion, 
for that only encreafes Natural ftrength, not melan- 
cholly Madnefs. (1.) Ifthe Blood of raging Mad men 
be fo very thick to make ‘em ftrong, then they wou'd 
foon dye, for thick Blood produces acute Feavours, 
Pleurifes, and {peedy Death, which they are farther 
from than other men. (2.) ‘Fis from the Nerves that 
this force is, not from the Blood immediately, and 
therefore raging mad men are Meager and Lean, from 
the expence of the Spirits of the Nervous Juice in their 
Fits. (3.) The Blood is fo far from being Wifcous, or 
thick, that its quite the contrary ; for the Diftemper 
isin the Mind, which affeéts the Animal Spirits too 
violently, juft like a Man heated with Wine, the Spi- 
ricous Vapours of the fine Sulphureous particles of the 
Wine ferment the Blood and rarihes it, yor what is mos 
adive is moft fubtie, and confequently fit for impetuous 
Gontraétions, and extraordinary Emotions. Expanfi- 
on and fermentation of thick blood's fo far from {trength- 
ning avy Mufcles, fuppofe ia the hand, taat ic woud 
fwellit, and hinder the very clinching of it cogether. 
We fhall bring one other Agument to prove our late 
Authors Affertion impefirzle, and thatis the effect that 
a fright hasupon people who are ftronger at fuch e 
time than any other, that the Heart, and every Puiie 
beats very faft in a fright, every Body knows, and eve- 
ry Aetle Naturalift knows that che Caufe of it is @ velie- 
ment impetuous Circulation of blood, which can’e be 
where Blood is thick.

We have a great many ftrange fiortes of fuch 
as wou'd go to catch Fern.Jeed upon Lidl {immer Cay at 
Night, at one time only, its common.y reported 1 
Bluoms, Seedsand fheds al! in an hour; but fince the 
excellent Invention of the Microicope, the seed is ound 
on the backfide ofthe Leaf, buc to very tmall, that its 
not to be dilceru’d without che help of chat Glafs: Fern 
dryed fix Months, and Jaid upon an Houle sitet 
che manner of Thatch, it will grow out in divers places 
the 2d. Year, which fhows tat the leaves carry the 
Seed along with ‘em; if you woud fave ic, get a Mi- 
crofcope, and rub it out of the ripe leaves upon Paper.
